Edge Tells Herriot Basis 
for Co-operation Lies in 
_ Disarmament. 


BY FRANCIS M. STEPHENSON. 
WASHINGTON, July 27.—(/)— 
Actual disarmament by Europe was 
demanded today by Senator Watson, 
_ of Indiana, the republican leader, as 
4 preliminary to any world economic 
conference on war debts and repara- 
tions euch as proposed by Senator 
Borah, of Idaho. 

“It is unthinkable,” said Watson 
in a formal statement, “that we should 
permit them (the European nations) 
to keep the money they owe us to 
enable them to build up larger mili- 
tary establishments on the continent 
and as far as we can see that is their 
plan and purpose.” 

Coincidentally, Ambassador Edge in 
Paris today informed Premier Herriot 
that the basis for co-operatiqn be- 
tween the countries lies in disarma- 
ment. 

It was evident tonight at the capi- 
tal that the administration is not go- 
ing to take the initiative for down- 
ward revision of the war debts owed 
the United States and will demand 
drastic European disarmament as its 
price. 

However, administration interest ip 
the international situation and Bo- 
rah’s proposal for a world economic 
parley was manifested by a confer- 
ence last night between Secretary 
Stimson and the Idaho senator. 

Stimson called the meeting and Bo- 
rah’s proposition was discussed. While 
there was evidence that he had re- 
ceived encouragement, Borah declined 
to comment on the talk today and so 
did ‘Mr. Stimson. 

Senator Watson said he had not 
talked with President Hoover on the 
Borah plan, but his stand was ex- 
pected to put a chock under the wheels 
of the world conference movement 
pending fresh disarmament moves 
abroad. Whatever the views of the 
silent Hoover on the Borah idea, they 
are expected to be influenced some- 
what by the attitude of the republican 

leader, 

Meanwhile, Secretary Mellon reach- 
ed the White House from his London 
_post. His visit coming at the time 
of the discussion over debts and repa- 
rations added significance to the talk. 
He emphasized that an international 
conference would be almost impossible 


before autumn because of the British’ 


imperial parley now in progress at 
Ottawa. He declined to comment on 
the proposal otherwise. 


DISARMAMENT IS SEEN 
AS BASIS OF CO-OPERATION 

PARIS, July 27.—(#)—Disarma- 
ment constitutes the basis for co-op- 
eration between the United States and 
Europe,* Ambassador Walter E. Edge 
told Premier Edouard Herriot today 
when he paid a courtesy call on his re- 
turn from Washington. 

The embassy announced that the 
conversation between the ambassador 
and the premier covered the subject 
of Franco-American relations general- 
ly but did not include war debts. 

Americans feel keenly about dis- 
armament, Mr. Edge told the premier, 
and if Europe wants American aid dis- 
grog weuld be good preparation 
or it. 


DRIVERS’ LICENSE LAW 
ADVOCATED BY STACK 


Declaring that the accident toll in 
Georgia is more expensive to citizens 
than the annual cost of education in 
the etate, Dr. H. A. Stack, of the 
National Bureau of Casualty and 
Surety Underwriters, said Wednesday 
in a speech before a joint session of 
insurance associations of Atlanta.

Statements of Opponent 
Unreliable, Senate Can- 
didate Charges.

Returning to his Atlanta headquar- 
ters Tuesday afternoon, Congressman 
Charles R, Crisp made the charge 


that “if all the statements Governor 
Russell is making are as unsubstan- 
tiated as the one concerning his re- 
fusal to call an extra session of the 
legislature when the farmers w: ” 
clamoring for cotton-control legisla- 
tion, then the people cannot rely upon 
anything he is saying.” 

Congressman Crisp reiterated , his 
charge made in several speeche: that 
Governor Russell, his opponent in the 
United Stutes senate race, had done 
nothing which would prove beneficial 
to the farmers when they were beg- 
sing and needing the governor's as- 
sistance. 

“He is now making the statement,” 
Crisp said, “that the extra session of 


‘the legislature which the farmers were 


advocating when they visited his of- 
fice in the capitol to get him to take 
the initiative would have cost the tax- 
payers of the state $250.000. 

Daily Cost Low. 

“At that time when Governor Rus- 
sell was virtually barricaded in his 
office, surrounded by bodyguards to 
protect him from ‘a mob of farmers,’ 
he admitted that any legislation neces- 
sary could have been passed by both 
branches of the legislature in six 
days. 

“The daily cost of the legislature,” 
the congressman continued, “is esti- 
mated couservatively at $2,500 per 
day, which would have meant that the 
extra session would have expended tor 
the six days $15,000, and, at the 
most, not over $10,000 additional—or 
a total for the six days of $25,000.” 

“How does he propose now to make 
these two statements agree? 

“He is. lawyer, and I/understand 
entertained certain constitutional 
opinions about cotton-control laws, 
and should be acquainted with the 
fact that congress could not, under the 
constitution, have done anything to 


declare a moratorium on any debts 


which the farmers owed to the federal

“IT again say what I have said in 
several speeches: That congress ap- 
propriated $125.000.000 additional 
capital for the farm land banks with 
instructions to be lenient with the 
farmers indebted to these banks. 


Scores Gasoline Levy. 


“Whes the governor was not bar- 
ricaded in his office, while-the farm- 
ers were clamoring there, he was off 
at various celebrations throughout the 
country. He did not do anything to 
aid the. farmers, even though the cot- 
ton-control legislation may not have 
been practical. He refused to take the 
initiative on anything, he ignored the 
farmer entirely, but today is seeking 
his support. He wants to ride them 
into office and when he gets in to 
hitch them on the outside. 

“The Russell 6-cent gasoline tax 
bill was introduced in the house on 
July 10, 1929, and was the first 6-cent 
gasoline tax bill ever introduced in 
Georgia. He says this bill was passed 
in 1927. He is endeavoring to create 
the impression that the schools of. the 
state have received huge sums of 
money as the result of the passage of 
this bill, The truth is the schools of 
the tate may not be able to open at 
all this fall, or if they are opened it 
will be for only a part term. 

“His 6-cent gasoline tax bill did 
not provide for any increase in the 
amount received by the schools, one- 
half cent per gallon. When the 6-cent 
bill was passed it provided that 1 cent 
go to the schools, but my opponent 
had nothing to do with that. 

“His entire legislative career from 
1921 to 1931 is blank in so far as his 
advocacy of anything in behalf of 
education in the state and now, when 
he is seeking to gratify his personal 
ambitions he endeavors to tam down 
the throats of the people the belief 
that he was the great champion of the 
cause of education.”

TALMADGE, IN GREENE, 
HEARD BY Bla CROWD 


GREENSBORO, Ga., July 27.— 
One of the largest crowds that has 
ever assembled in Greene county for 
a political speaking heard Eugene 
Talmadge today. 

Judge J. B. Park adjourned court 
while the speaking went on, and Mr. 
Talmadge himself estimated that his 
audience exceeded 2,500. 

He flayed John I. Kelley for trying 
to “butt in” on his meeting. and 
charged that Kelley represented the 
co-op: and “horse doctors.” 

When he finished speaking he went 
to a drug store for a cold drink and a 
large part of the crowd followed him. 

Mr. Kelley was in the audience im- 
mediately behind Talmadge, and upon 
the conclusion of Talmadge’s address 
he began to speak to the diminished 
audience, 

Talmadge told the audience that 
Kelley had 57 people to hear him at 
Thomson, Ga., and 79 at Jackson, 
Ga., by actual cont.

Men’s Council of Voters Says 
Salary Scale Is Still Far 
Out of Line. 


Demand for additional reductions in 
salaries of county employes by one- 
third in the higher brackets, graduat- 
ed down to about one-tenth in the low- 
est group, was made Wednesday on 
the Fulton county commission in a 
letter signed by Andrew M. Fairlie, 
chairman of a special committee of 
the Men's Council of the Atlanta 
League of. Women Voters. 

Fairlie said in his letter that the 
recent reductions only served to bring 


salaries to the point where they should 
have been three or four years ago, and 
that new reductions are needed “to 
bring the county salaries into line 
with the reduced cos: of living and 
with te salary scale paid for equiva- 
lent work in private business.” 

The commissioners have known for 
years that county salaries were too 
high and that if recommendations as 
to salary reductions. made by the 
county auditors in 1928 had been fol- 
lowed “by this time $2,000,000 of tax 
inoney could bave ben saved hy this 
means alone.” Fairlie said. 

Questioning the necd of so many 
employes in various departments of 
the county government. Fairlie attack- 
ed nepotism and urged the county to 
set_an example by absolutely abol- 
ishing the practice. “This practice 
concentrates the county positions 
among certain families, with the re- 
sult that other families are without 
any employment at all.” Fairlie said.

There is one dividend that every | 


adult has drawn throughout this de- 
pression. It is regularly declared, and 
never cut. It is non-negotiable, unac- 
ceptable in the markets of credit and 
exchange. Yet notwithstand all this 
it is greedily gobbled up by rich and 
poor and is set coursing through all 
the arteries of business and social life. 
This dividend is worry. 

Like the dark dye that is emptied 
by a factory into a clear creek, it gives 
a dirty color to flow of thought and 
conversation. And again it clogs the 
streams of social intercourse and of 
industry. It dulls keen wits and ren- 
ders the otherwise interesting person 
boring. It stills ebullient spirits, It 
destroys peace of mind and wrecks 
happiness. It withers hopes and kills 
ambitions, . If you are a_ beautiful 
woman it will permanently injure your 
beauty. If you are an ugly woman it 
will make you uglier. If you are a 
successful man it will impair your 
success and if you are an unsuccess- 


ful man it will confirm you in your 
failure. 


The habit of worrying is a 
wicked prostitution of spiritual 
and mental powers and the result , 
of it is a sterilization of these 
powers.

They have passed 
the point of worry. Worry is a petty 
exercise indulged in by those that have 
something left. When all of one’s pos- 
sessions are swept away despair re- 
places worry. 


A physician tells me that ten 
years ago goitre was a rare dis- 
ease (comparatively speaking) 
among men. The ratio of women 
with goitre to men with goitre 
was ten to one, it being a disease 
much aggravated by emotional up- 
sets. Today the number of men 
with goitre is more than doubled. 
It is a tragic thought! Not a 
dollar was ever earned by worry, 
not a mouth was ever fed by 
worry, not a business was ever 
helped by worry. Yet those poor 
distressed men have added to their 
anguish, illness, costly experience 
with doctors and hospitals because 
they couldn’t think rationally 
about the disasters that overlook 
them, because they couldn‘t allay 
theefears that appeared on their 
horizons. 


Have you health, have you the love 
of family and friends, have you work? 
If you have these blessings and con- 
tinue to draw the dividend that the de- 
pression declares there is something 
selfish and cowardly and criminal in 


your nature.
